H is Excellency, accompanied by 
the Ap.>stolic Nuncio, the Plenipoten* 
tiarics of P eiu , Buenos Ay tes, and Co­ 
lombia, and oihcr indivduals of the 
Diploaiaiic eotpa, and all tbe authoii- 
•les citrtl, military, and ecclesiastical of 
m e capital, awaited Mr Allen, in the 
Hall of Ambassadors, into which he
